Attempts Assault, 
Girls Saves His Life 


drags Would-Be Assault- 


t er From Bayou and 
\ Then Leaves Scene 


MEMPHIS, 
Dec. 
2. - (/P) — After 


plunging into a deep bayou filled with 
sleet-cold water as she struggled to 
escape from a deaf mule whom she 
alleges attacked her, shortly after 1:30 
this morning, Miss Marjoric Davis, 18 
Memphis telephone operator, rescued 
Iho man who was in peril of his life. 


Frank Gosnell, 22, Ihe alleged assail- 


ant, wa.s held by police after he had 
been identified by Miss Davis. Ths 
girl said she noticed Gosnell following 
her when she stepped off a trollsy 
car to walk several 
blocks to her 


home. She quickened her pace and 
Gosnell followed rapidly, she said. As 
she neared the bayou she 
stumbled 


and charged that the deaf mute then 
grabbed her. In struggling, both roll- 
ed into the deep, cold water. 


Miss Davis said she swam ashore 


and. looking back, saw the man sink- 
ing. She dived in. dragged him ashore 
and fled. Gosnell stopped a passing 
motorist and, wet and frightened, was 
carried lo police headquarters. There 
he tried to explain by signs what had 
happened, but police thought he had 
been held up. Soon after two o'clock 
police learned of the alleged attack 
on Ihe girl and she was brought to 
headquarters where she 
identified

XJOPE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE closes its annual 


i membership drive this week. 


Its appeal is very clear and definite, and those who want 


to see this city and territory go forward will support the 
chamber through 1930. 


There is plenty of argument over what a Chamber of 


Commerce ought to do. The courage of Moses and the wis- 
dom of Solomon would not suffice to satisfy some people. 
They seem to think that Because a Chamber of Commerce 
is a co-operative effort of the whole city it ought to be able 
to do the things that are denied to a private business. That 
is silly. A Chamber of. Commerce' is part and parcel of the 
commercial life of the city, and the measure of its success 
lies mid-way between the top and bottom of our commercial 
life. 


Hope Chamber of Commerce, it appears to this writer, 


is functioning amazingly well. It has made an honest effort 
to co-operate with the new dairy enterprise started here in 
1929. It has furnished more favorable publicity for Hope 
than any other city in Arkansas, excepting Little Rock, ^the 
statecapital, and Hot Springs/a world-famous health resort. 


The plain facts are that no city of similar size spends so 


little actual cash in support of its chamber. You can't do 
things without money—and yet Hope Chamber of Commerce 
has made a very little money go a long way. 


It seems to us that the most valuable kind of community 


planning for 1930 would be not to ask, What is the Chamber 
of Commerce going to do for us ? but, What are we going to 
do for the Chamber of Commerce? 


Every time a self-appointed critic who doesn't belong 


tries to tell us how many things are wrong with Hope 
Chamber of Commerce, we are reminded that over to the 
west of us about thirty-four miles is Texarkana, with as live 
a Chamber of Commerce as any in the Southwest. It didn't 
get that way through gratuitous advice. It probably got 
that way by raising a reasonable budget, weighing the advice 
of those who were willing to subscribe to it, and letting the 
rest go to. 


This week when the citizens of Hope are asked specially 


to consider the problems of their commercial organization, 
the outstanding fact is that we are spending less than $5,000 
a year while Camden is spending $15,000 or more. 


Certain men are asked to give a good deal of their time 


to community work; the least that the rest of the city can 
do is to support them loyally. Ralph Routon, in becoming 
the new president of the Chamber of Commerce, has taken 
on a .job that will require much of his time, without com- 
pensation. Roy Anderson, before him, gave two years to 
this work. 


And in all frankness, Hope's Chamber of Commerce, 


operating on the budget that it does, would long ago have 
sunk into nothing had it not been for the high type of men 
called to its presidency. 


The appeal to 1930 is particularly strong, because we 


are closing a good year; and with the kind of competition 
Hope has to meet in its trade territory the necessity of a 
larger budget is obvious.

Mechanizing the Farms 


THE post-war years have soon American farms struck by a; 


spectacular deflation that has made "farm relief" 
the' 


topic of the day—the topic, in fact, of a good many days. 
i 


It happens, though, that there ha:; been another signifi- 


cant development on our farms that has not drawn so much j 
attention; a development that in the long run will probably 
prove far more important than the bad times that came on i 
v.-hen the boom times of 1'100 ami 1921 collapsed. 


This dovelpmenti is I he motorization of the farm. 
Recent figures illustrate this trend in a striking manner. 
In 1918 American farmers were using more horses than i 


f.ver before—more than 21,500,000. By 1928, however, this | 
figure had shrunk to 14,5J 1,000—a decline far too great to t 
be accounted for merely by the depression that has settled ; 
'on the farm areas. 


At the same time, the use of tractors has increased 


enormously. As recently as 1920, Ann-rican farmers were 
u.-iiiK only 229,332 tractors. Last year this total had risen to 
781.745, and it is still going up. 
i 


There is a good deal of significance to this. It not only ' 


means that the farmer can do more work with less help; it 
means that he can plow deeper and better, can do his har- 
vesting more quickly, can escape some of the back-breaking 
labor that lias been the farmer's lot from time immemorial, 
and can produce a given amount of crops for less money. 


It is still coo soon to estimate the ultimate effect of this, 


What is happening, however, is clear. The farmer is learning 
•that the machine age can help him just as it has helped the 
laborer and manufacturer. Eventually it will restore him to 
his old position of economic independence.
